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The hour is coming, in the which all that are in the graves shall hear 
his voice, and shall come forth; they that have done good, unto the re- 
surrection of life ; and they that have done evil, unto the resurreciion of 


damnation. Joun, v. 28, 29. 





These words are so important, that if Jesus Christ had never deli- 
vered any other, if he had come into the world aud pronounced only 
this simple deelaration, and proved the ¢ruth and certainty ot it by the 
miracles which he wrought, he would have left enough to have guid- 
ed his followers to everlasting happiness: he would have done more 
towards making mapkiud virtuous and happy, then all the teachers 
and allthe wisdom, that ever appeared upon earth, had done before 
him. We should each and every one of us have owed more to him 
for this single piece of intelligence, than we owe to our parents, our 
dearest friend, or the best benefactor we have. This text is the poor 
man's creed. Itis his religion: it is to be imprinted upon his memo- 
ry, and upon his heart: it is what the most simple can understand: 
it is what, when understood and believed, excels all the knowledge and 
learning in the universe: it is what we are to carry about with us in 
our thoughts: daily remember and daily reflect upon: remember not 
only at church, not only in our devotions, or in our own set medita- 
tions, but in our business, our pleasures, in whatever we intend, plan, 
or execute, whatever we think about, or whatever we set about; re 
member, that “ they that have done good shall come unto the resur. 
rection of life: and they that have done evil unto the resurrection of 
damnation.” 

Reflect what great things this short senteuce contains. It teaches 
ws, beyond contradiction, that all does not end here: that our happi- 
ness or misery is not over at our death: that a new state of things 
will begin with every one of us, and that in a shortlime. This point, 
I say, our Saviour proves beyond contradiction: and how does he 
prove it? by healing the sick, by restoring sight to the blind, by raie- 
ing the dead, by various astonishing and incontestible miracles; and 
above all, by coming himself to life again, after being three days dead 
and buried, he proved that God Almighty was with him; that he came 
from God: that he knew what passed in the other world: that he had 


God’s own authority to say and promise this to mankind. Upon the 


faith and trust of this promise, we know that we shall rise again: all 
are equally assured of it, from the highest to the lowest. Wise and 


to be so from prebable argument and reasonings; but this was not like 
having it, as we have it, from God himself; or, what is just the same 
thing, from the mouth of a person, to whom God gave witness by 
signs and wonders, and mighty deeds. ‘hey were far short of our 
certainty, who did study it the deepest. There were but few, who 
could study or comprehend it atall. Blessed be God, we are all in- 
formed, we are all, from the most learned to the most ignorant, made 
sure and certain of it. 

Having then this great doctrine secured, that we shall all come 
again into a new world and a new life, the next great point, which 
every serious mind will turn to, the second grand question to be azk- 
ed, is, who are to be happy, and who will be miserable in that other 
state? ‘lhe text satisfies us completely upon this head. You ask, 
who shall come to the resurrection of life ? The text replies, they that 
have done good. Observe well, and never forget this answer. It is 
not the wise, the learned, the great, the honoured, the professor cf 
this or that doctrine, the member of this church, or the maintainer of 
that article of faith, but ke that doeth good ; he, of whatever quality or 
condition, who strives earnestly to make his life of service to those 
about him; to be useful in his calling, and to his generation; to his 
family, to his neighbourhood, and, according to his ability, to his 
country and to mankind ; “ he that doeth good.” All the rest, with- 
out this, goes for nothing, though he understand the things of religion 
ever so well; or believe ever so rightly ; though he ery, Lord, Lord: 
be he ever so constant and devout in his prayers; or talk ever so 
much, or so well, or so earnestly for religion : unless he do good: unless 
his actions, ant! dealings, and behaviour come up to his knowledge 
and his discourse correspond with his outward profession and belief, 
it willavailhim nething; he is not the man, to whom Jesus Christ 
hath promised in the text, that he shall come to the resurrection of 
life. The issue of life and death is put upon our conduct and beha- 
viour; that is made the test we are to be tried by. 

Again, When we read in Scripture, when we know from positive 
and undoubted authority, that misery and destruction, ruin, torment; 
and damnation are reserved for some, it is surely the most nataral, the 
most interesting of all inquiries to know for whom. ‘The text tells us, 
* for them that have donc evil.” 

Here let the timorous conscience take courage. It is not any man’s 
errours, Or ignorance; his want of understanding, or education, or 
ability, that will be laid to his charge at the day of Judgment; or that 
will bring him into danger of the damnation, which the gospel threat- 
ens; it is having done evil; having wilfully gone about to disobey 
what he knew to be the will and command of his Creator, by com- 
mifting mischief, and doing wrong and injury to his fellow-croatures. 
Let the bold and presumptuous sinner hear this text with fear and 
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trembling. Let him, who cares not what misery he occasions, what 
evil and harm he does, if he can but compass his purpose, carry his 
own end, or serve his wicked lusts and pleasures; let him, I say, be 
given to understand, what he has to look for; “ he that doeth evil 
shall come to the Resurrection of damnation ;” this is absolute, final, 
here isno exception, no excuse, no respect of per- 
son, or contition. 

They that have done good, shall come again unte the Resurrec- 
tion of life. But, alas! I hear you say, What good can I do? my 
means and my opportunities are too small and straitened to think of 
doing good. You do not sufficiently reflect, what doing goodis. You 
are apt to confine the notion of it to giving to others, and giving libe- 


_ rally. ‘This, no donbt, is right and meritorious; but it is certainly rot 


in every man’s power; comparatively speaking, it is, indeed, in the 
power of very few. But doing good is of a much more general na- 
ture; and is ina greater or less degree practicable by all; for when- 
ever we make one human creature happier, or better than he would 
have been without our help, then we do good; and, when we do this 
from a proper motive, that is, with a sense and a desire of pleasing 
God, by doing it, then we do good in the true sense of the text, and of 
God's gracious promise. Now Iet every one, in particular, reflect, 
whether, in this sense, he has not some good in his power; some with- 
in his own doors, to his family, his ehildren, his kindred; by his Ta- 
bour, his authority, his example, by bringing them up, and keeping 
them in the way of passing their lives honestly, and quietly, and use- 
fully. What good more important, more practicable than this is? 
Again, something may be done beyond our own household: by acts 
of tenderness, kindness, of heJp and compassion to our neighbours. 
Not a particle of this will be lost. It is all set down in the book of 
life; and happy are they, who have much there! And again, if any 
ef us be really sorry, that we have not so much in our power, as we 
would desire, let us remember this short rule, that sinee we can do 
little good, to take care that we do no harm. Let us show our sin- 
eerity by our innocence: that, at least, is always in our power. 
Finally, let us reflect that in the habitations of life are mauy man- 
sions; rewards of various orders and degrees, proportioned to our va- 
rious degrees of virtue and exertion here. “ He that soweth plente- 
ously, shall reap plenteously.” We can never do too much; never 
be too earnest in doing good; because every good action here will, 


_ we are certain, be an addition of happiness hereafter; will advance us 


to a better condition in the life to come, whatever be our lot or suc- 
cess in this. God wil! not fail of his promise. He hath commission- 
el his beloved Son, to tell us, that they that have done good shall en- 
ter into the resurrection of life. ket us humbly and thankfully accept 
his gracious offer. We have but one business in this world. It is to 
strive to make us worthy ofa better. Whatever this trial may cest 
us: how long, how earnestly, how patiently soever, through whatever 
difficulties, by whatever toiis we endeavor to ebey and please our 
Maker, we are supported in them by this solid and never ceasing con- 


solation, “ that our lagour is not in yain in the Lord.”

France, Ocroper, 181%. 

My Beloved Companion in Affliction !— 

Separated as we now are from each other, you cannot be surprized 
at my anxiety to hear from you offener than I do. It is now more 
than a month since J received your last letter, and although short as 
such a period is, yet it seems, indeed, a long, long time, to one cir- 
cumstancei as I am, whose affection and anxiety for your welfare and 
that of our dear children, has inuch encreased with the weight of my 
sorrows and afflictions. “Tis strange, indeed, that love should grow 
and spring out of sorrow and affliction. Strange as it is, it is no less 
true: For, O! what sorrow, what grief and affliction did our blessed 
Redeemer suffer, and yet it only increased his love, and that even for 
his enemies and! persecutors! Behold him weunded fer our traus- 
gressions—bruised for our iniquities, and cut off from the land of the 
living: Yes, through love alone did he bear the iniquities of his peo- 
ple, and intercede for the transgressors. If God has wisely separated 
us, my beloved, in the midst of affliction, surely he can unite us 
again in peace. May he, indeed, when it is his good pleasure to do 
so, give us much of that peace which the world can neither give nor 
take away. Alas! how has sad, sad experience shewn me, buman 
corruption, human frailty, and human proneness to err and depart 
from the ways and commandments of God. May I entreat your 


| prayers for your afflicted and unfortunate husband, that God through 


his mercy in Christ Jesus to me a sinner, may change and purify my 
heart by the influence of his holy Spirit, and guard and support me 
under ail my accumulated sorrows by his Almighty arm: And, that 
he may “ spare me, that I may recover strength before I go hence and 
be no more.” How justly might the Psalmist say—** When thou, O 
God, with rebukes doth chastise man for iniquity, thou makest his 
beauty to consume away likea moth.” ‘This shows how careful the 
gospel professor should be in bis walk through life, and how earnestly 
he should ever pray to be guided and directed in every thing by the 
iufluence of the holy Spirit. What an awful (hing it is to fall from 
grace into sin ad temptation and depart from righteousness. ‘This 
was also the Psalmist’s prayer—* Deliver me from all my transgres- 
sions, and make me not the reproach of the foolish.” 

A circumstance, my beloved, occurred to me a few days ago which 
has made a serious impression on my mind, and which | cannot omit 
mentioning.—Being detained for four days at the beautiful and ro- 
mantic village of Fontainbleau, for want of a conveyance, and as 
I preferred rambling about during the morning sather (than sitting soli- 
tary and dejected all the day in the house, | one morning after break- 
fast put the Bible in my pocket (the only book indeed which I have, 
and for which | shall ever feel thankful for possessivg in this country) 
and set out cereless which way 1 went. 1 walked on and impercepti- 
bly got into the woods where I ascended the mountain or rather rocks 
(as the village is situated in the centre of a valley, and rocks planted 
with the most luxuriant trees and shrubs surround it on all sides) and 
on reaching the summit what did I behold, but the image of Jesus 
erected on a Cross, and two crosses, one on each side, representing 
Mount Calvary! ‘To be led thus imperceptibly to the foot of the 
cross on which the image of Christ was crucified, and in so lonely and 
retired a spot, natural!y led the mind to meditate on that alone which 
can be the sinner’s hope, and through which he alonecan stand accept- 
edat the bar of a just God. What an awful thing it is to sce the ex- 
tent that the worship of images and relics is carried to in this country, 
in place of worshipping God asa Spirit, in spirit and in truth. In 
this solitary and romantic spot, how many reflections came into my 
mind, and above all, to think how wonderful and astonishing i is the 
merciful providence of God in not cutting off the sinner in the midst 
of his rebellion and guilt. When I look unto the blessed Redeemer-- 
when I reflect, that when he was a sojourner on this earth—that even 
Hr was obliged to fly the hand of his persecutors—to wander os 2 
vagrant in a foreign land, and bear al! the calumnies of his enemies— 
that He might lead our feet into the way of peace, and that he might 





bring us aliens near to his heavenly Father, and lead us as fugitives 
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and exiles home to his heavenly inheritance. O, my beloved! is 
this not enough to show me, that a merciful God ever has a Care over 
his creatures and takes not pleasure in the death of a sinner—when 
he drives and forces him to desert the paths of iniquity and transgres- 
sion, and opens a door of escape through the atoning blood of his well- 
beloved Son? Thus, indeed, has he dealt with me, and mercifully 
driven me as a fugitive to a foreign land, and forced me to fly from 
those paths of transgression, which, if persisted or walked in much 
longer, might have proved my eternal destruction. O, beloved! how 
has he indeed invited me to flee to that City of Refuge, the gates of 
which he has ever open and extended for the returning sinner. O! 
that city, in which the sinner can alone dwell in salety—the gates of 
which are no less than the bleeding wounds of a erucified Redeemer! 
O, what infinite love! what unbounded mercy! and what forbear- 
ance does the glorious Redeemer shew to apostate man!—Surely he 
does not break the bruised reed or quench the smoking flax? O, no! 
he even invites and leads guilty man to come into that fountain which 
he has opened in his blood, to wash, and be clean. May you and I, 
and all that are near and dear to us on earth, betake ourselves to this 
fountain; and may we when called to appear betore His all-dread 
tribunal—may we all be found robed in his righteousness, “ having 
palms in our hands and clad with the weddiag garment:” Then will 
we have reason to rejoice in our matrimonial union ; for we will be 
even married unto the Lamb that reigneth for ever and for ever! O, 
then shall we have the glorious privilege of being numbered among 
those which came out of great tribulation, and have washed their 
robes and made them white in the blood of the Lamb!

What fatal ex- | 
perience have we seen in our short career, to show us how anxious 
we should be to educate our dear children in the nurture and adino- 
nition of the Lord, and ever pray that He may guard them and guide 
them through life by the iofiuenee of his Holy Spirit. What a pre- 
cious charge God has now entrusted to your care—THREE IMMORTAL 
sous! (How awlul the word immortal and how lightly spoken of !) 
Let us ever bear in mind and reflect that early impressions often 
form the character for life: And let us remember that prover) of the 
wisest man that ever lived on this earth——* ‘l'rain up a child in the 
way he should go, and when he is old he will not depart from if.”

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Few persons pass off the stage of life, who are more deserving of 
some tribute of respect being paid to their memory, than the late 
Rev. Dr. Larnror. The following imperfect sketeh may serve tu 
give some idea of his worth. 

Dr. Lathrop was born at Norwich, in the State of Connecticut, 
May 19, 1740, of pions and worly parents, who had eleven sons, of 
whom he was the youngest. His earlier years, it is conjectured, were 
not entirely devoted to scientific pursuits ; but conceiving a taste for 
them as he advanced towards maturity, and having an inclination to 
engage in the work of the gospel-ministry, he became a student at 
Nassau Hall, Princeton, New-Jersey, then under the direction of 
President Davies, who was famed for his accomplishments as an orator 
and a divine, and graduated there in 1763. Fora time he acted as 
an assistant to Dr. Eleazer Wheelock in his Indian School at Leba- 
non; but he had no sooner entered on the profession to which he 
had devoted his days, than the advantages of a graceful elocution, ad- 
ded to his other qualifications fur the pulpit, made him generally ac- 
ceptable asa preacher, and occasioned several proposals of settlement, 
which he declined. But receiving at length an unanimous eall from 
the second church and congregation in this town, he accepted the in- 
vitation, and was solemnly ordained to the pastorad care of them, on 
his birth day, 1768. Here he laboured with mueh satisfaction both 
to himself and to his people, until the commencement of hostilities in 
1775, when the circumstances of the town obliging him, with otbers 
of his brethren in the ministry and most of the inhabitants, to leave it, 





he removed to Providence, in the State of Rhode Island. where he 
took the charge of the Congregational society in that place, and re- 


mained about ten months. The surviving members of it speak with 
pleasure at this day of the benefits they derived from his residence with 
them. On his return to Boston after its evacuation by the British 
troops, the following year, he found his meeting-hguse, long known 
_by the name of the Old North, demolished, and his flock either too 


the sinner, and invited him to look on His for light and life—O! how | much dispersed, or too far reduced by their losses and sufferings, to 


‘think of rebuilding. In this situation, however, he did not long re- 
main. A neighbouring society, that of the New Brick, wanting help, 
in consequenee of the age and infirmities of their minister, the Rev. 
Dr. Pemberton, requesicd his assisiance, and becoming afierwarda 
vacant by the death of Dr. P. united in a peaceable and [riendly man- 
ner with the remains of his former flock, so that from June £7, 1779, 
he became the joint pastor of both churches. In this new station he 
continued to discharge the duties of his office with unceasing assiduity, 
conscientiousness «nd fidelity, till within a few days of his death. 
His hearers are “ wiinesses, how holily, and justly, and unblameably he 
behaved among them, and how kindly and affeccionately he exhorted, and 
comforted, and charged every one of thei, that they would walk worthy 
of God, who had called them to his kingdom aad glory.” 

Dr. Lathrop was not remarkabie for brijliancy of imagination or 
pathos of expression. But he possessed other exceliencies as a wyi- 
‘ter. Rationality and justness of thought, perspicuity, conciseness, 
correctness and propriety of language were his peculiar characteris- 
‘tics. The snbjecis of his diseourses were iateresting and useful. He 
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failed not to improve the occurrences in the course of divine provi- 
dence, whether public or private, which had a tendency to excite re- 
ligious impressions. At his entrance on the ministry his tenets were 
strictly suetmas were theu commonly reputed caivinistical. In some 
respects afterwards they underwent a considerable alteration. ‘I'his 
however, liad no effett on his good opinion of those who differed from 
him. Whatever sentiments of a religious nature in the course of life 
he imbibed, and thought proper to avow, they were never accompani- 
ed with the bitter spirit of censoriousness and reproach. He embra- 
ced good men of every persuasion, for in every persuasion he doubted 
not there were such, in the arms of charity and love, and wished 
rather to enlarge and strengthen, than to loosen and dissolve the bonds 
of christian fellowship and communicn. A more siriking pattern ol 
candour and catholicism is not perhaps often to be fouad among chris- 
tians of any denomination. 

‘’o the interests of his country he was always warmly attached. In 
the earlier stages of the American revolution, he distinguished hii- 
self by the ardor and frequency of his patriotic effusions ; and as this 
naturally made him obnoxious to the oppusite party, .t is not wonder- 
ful that he should experience some marks of their resenimem. but 
injuries of this kind he was easily disposed to torgive. ‘I bey created 
no jesting enon in hisbosum. The momeut the swora was sheath- 
ed, aud our. imiependeuce ackuowledged, he conceived it to be the 
dictate oj juciice, policy and humanity, to bury mutual offences in ob- 
livion, aud culiivate the spirit of conciliation aud ireudshbip. in ile 
diferent political changes which nave happened since that period, be 
has uniformly adhered to that set of men, Whose views he thought to 
be most friewd!y io the peace, and most consisient with the honor, in- 
ferest and prosperity of these states in general. in opjo0sitiou to the 
laie coutest with Great-Britain he was open and decided, theugh at 
the same time he concurred in those measures, whici: were deemed 
necessary for the common detence and safety, and contributed by his 
personal influence and exeriions to aid them. It is well known, how 
freely he condemned every thing, that had the appearance of retalia- 
tion and revenge on both sides, in the conduct of the war. 

In 1784 he received a diploma as doctor in divinity from the uni- 
versity of Edinburgh. In 1778 he was elected a fellow of ithe Corpo- 
ration of Harvard College, and in this capacity that respectable semi- 
nary has ever since enjoyed the benefit of his services. No one could 
enter more heartily into every proposal, calculated to increase ils re- 
putation and usefulness. Of most of the literary, charifable and hu- 
mane institutions established in the metropolis, he was an active and 
principal member. To the American Academy he made some valu- 
able communications, to be found in their publications. For the two 
last years he was president of the Congregatioual Society for the re- 
lief of minister’s widows and children, and vice-preaideat of the soci- 
ety for prepogating the gospel among the Ladians aud others who re- 
main destitute of instruction. 

In private life Dr. Lathrop discovered the same sincerity and up- 
rightness, as in public. In his conversation he was modest and unas- 
suming; in his manners condescending, kind and obliging ; and gen- 
tle ani! inoffensive in his whole deportment. His domestic connex- 
jens can best tell, how full he was of tenderness and affection toward 


them. 
The loss of two partners in the conjugal relation, whose virtues 


had endeared them to him, wounted his heart deeply. But in these 
and other afflictions experience taught him, that * the comforts of re- 
ligion” were imparted, and proved most effectual, “ when most need- 
ed.” During his last illness, which was painful and distressing, 
though not of long continuance, he was incapab!: of conversing freely, 
but his minal was tranquil and serene. In the midst of bodily suffer- 
ing, his humility, his resignation, his faith and hope were conspicuous. 
Having “ fought a good fight,” he was ready to depart, and expressed 
not only his willingness, but earnest desire likewise, “ to be absent 
from the bedy,” that be might “ be presert with the Lord.” 

He departed this life on the 4(h inst. and on the 9th, after a service 
suited to the occasion, and conducted with due solemnity, his remains 
were carried to the grave, attended by a numerous concourse of 
friends and fellow-citizens, who joined in testifying their regret for 


the loss of a charaeter, so long known to the communit y end £0 gen- 
erally esteemed. je

o: thine own hands to perish; thou art not delighted in the death of 
sinners, but in their conversion. Turn our hearts, and we shall be 
turned; convert us, and we shall be converted ; illuminate the eyes 
of our mind and understanding with the bright beams of thy Holy 
Spirit, that we may daily grow in the saving knowledge of the heav- 
enly mystery of our redemption, wrought by our dear Lord and Sa- 
viour Jesus Christ; sanctify our wills and affection by the same 
Spirit, the most sacred fountain of all grace and goodness; reduce 
them to the obedience of thy most holy will in the practice of all 
piety toward thee, and charity towards ail men. Inflame our hearts 
with thy love, cast forth of them what displeaseth thee, all inficelity, 
hardness of heart, profaneness, hypecrisy, contempt of thy holy word 
and ordinances, ali uncleanness, and whatsoever advanceth itself in 
opposition to thy holy will. And grant that henceforth, through thy 
grace, we may be enabled to lead a godly, holy, sober, and christian 
life, in true sincerity and uprightoess of heart before thee. ‘I'o this 
end, plant thy holy fear in our hearts, grant that it may never depart 
from before our eyes, but continually guide our feet in the paths of thy 
righteousness, and in the ways of thy commandments: increase our 
weak faith, grant it may daily bring forth the true fruits of unfeigned 
repentance, that by the power of the death of our Lord and Saviour 
Jesus Christ we may daily die unto sin, and by the power of his re- 
surreetion we may be quickened, and raised up to newness of life, 
may be truly born anew, and may be effectually made partakers of 
the first resurrection, that then the second death may have no domi- 
nion overus. ‘Teach us, O Lord, so to number our days, that we 
may apply our hearts unto wisdom; make us ever mind{nl of our last 
end, and continually to exercise the knowledge of grace in our 
hearts, that in the said divorce of soul and body, we may be trans- 
lated here to that kingdom of glory prepared for all those that love 
thee, and shall trust in thee; even then and ever, O Lord, Jet thy 
holy angels pitch their tents rownd about us, to guard and defend us 





from ail the malice of Satan, and from all perils both of soul and 
body. Pardon all our unthankfulness, make us daily more and more 
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thankful for all thy mercies and benefits daily poured down upon us. 
Let these our humble prayers ascend to the throne of grace, and be 
granted not only for these mercies, but for whatsoever else thy wis- 
dom knows needful for us ; and for all those that are iu need, misery, 
and distress, whom, Lord, thou hast afflicted either in soul or body :

information, in particular, be requested to execute the laws of this 
state for the suppression of immoiality, and s'op all persons going to, 
or from market, on the Sabbath, subjecting them to the penalty of 
the law: also, that this resolution be made known to all members of 
the society, as soon as possible, and that town secieties be requested 
tv co-operate. 

Resolved, Vhat a committee of three, be appointed to fix upon and 
report a time to commence such operations. 

This committee reported that, after full consideration of the sub- 
ject, they have fixed upon the first Sabbatb of Feb. next, as the time 
named in the preceding resolution. 

Resolved, That this report be approved, and that the abeve pro- 
ceeding be published in the newspapers of this county, and those of 
Lansingburgh and Troy.

histian Brethren and Friends, 


WE congratulate you, and we congratulate ourselves, on the for- 
tation of a Society in this State, which has for its object the promo- 
mn Of the best interests of its inhabitants. We consider it as a token 
' good, that with the return of Peace and prosperity to our borders, 
me amongst us are disposed to manifest a sense of thankfulness to 
¢ Divine Aushor of every mercy, by endeavouring to build up the 











walls of Zion, and to send the tidings and offers of Peace, and eternal 
Salvation through Jesus Curisr our Lord, tosuch of our Citizens, as 
may yet be strangers, or enemies to his Cross. The object, which we 
have in view in forming ourselves into a Society is the diffusion of Re- 
ligious knowledge, by the circulation of short Religious 'l'racts of an 
evangelica! and practical character. By this means, with the divine 
blessing, a knowledge of Christ and of his Great Salvation—an ac- 
quaintance with the power and the profit of Godliness, as evidenced 
in the lives and death of eminent Christians, a conviction of the heavy 
penalty which is attached to a life of Irreligion—and of the obliga- 
tions by which all are bound to walk in the way of the Divine Com 
mandmenis——may be conveyed to the most remote Cabin on our fron- 
liers ; a huogering for ‘“ the word of life” produced ; consolation 
conveyed to the abodes of cheerless poverty, and communica- 
ted to the dejected and desponding.—Do any ask, will such salutary 
consequences flow from this institution ? Are the inhabitants of our 
state so destitute of the means of Religious Instruction, as to call for 
such a Society, as the one recommended to our notice ? We answer 
—happily for us the matter so far as regards the salutary eff-cts of such. 
an instilution, has been put to the test by others, and is no longer an 
experiment. Did the limits of our present Address permit, we could 
furnish you with an almost innumerable catalogue of individuals, who 
attribute their conviction of sin, and conversion to Gon, to the instru- 
mentality of Religious Tracts. Many a careless worldling, many a 
lukewarm and declining professor, on the perusal of a Religious Tract, 
providentially placed in their hands, have become thoughtful and 
alarmed, have liad recourse “to the Law andi to the ‘I'estimony,” have 
renounced the ways of sin, and waiked in the way of the Divine Pre- 
cepts, as dear and obedient ciiidren.

It is thought proper to make it known, through the medium (J 25.004 
press, that an association is formed in Butler, for the suappressi munes 
vice and immorality ; and observe by way of apology (if any 2° 
cessary) that itis with extreme regret we see an imperious né _ ve | 
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for the institution of such societies, in order that the moral strength of 
the more sober and orderly part of the community may be linked and 
efficiently employed, in checking that eold licentiousness in which 
many indulge themselves ; who, wanting moral integrity, seem to bid 
defiance to the laws both of Gop and man. 

Our object is to repress open immorality by word and deed, by suit- 
able reproof and admonition, and by enforcing the laws of the state 
against refractory offenders. 

Our laws are geverally good, but they are not enforced ; therefore, 
men void of sound moral principle, ran into every excess to which they 
are prompted by the vicious dispositions of their hearts. Uur magis- 
trates, (good natured men !) who are not ringleaders in vice, are for 
the most part silent spectators to this destructive evil, and disregard- 
ful of the pernicious effects of corrupt examples on the principles and 
morals of our youth, neither raise their voice nor arm of authority to 
check prevailing licentiousness. ‘Ihe statute for the suppression of 
vice and immorality, remains in their hands as a dead letter, and has 
0 more power to accomplish the object for which it was intended, 
than if it were totally nult and void. We therefore think it high 
time to awake and see if something cannot be done towards reforma- 
tion; tosee that our good and wholesome laws be respected ; and 
moral order and decorum maintained. In this, we trust every true 
patriot will at least bid us good speed ; for if we as a people become 
generally corrupt, our republican institutions cannot stand. A peo- 
ple who govern themselves and make their own laws, must be virtu- 
ous and wise, or the mild reins of their government will be snapped 
like Samson’s cord. As well might we undertake to bind a giant 
with a straw, as to undertake to bind a nation of vicious men by laws 
and institutions, which they hate on account of the moral restraints 
which they impress, when they can vote them away with a breath. 
If they should not become as Sodom and Gomorrah, they would be 
like a nation of Europe, which has made the experiment and failed to 
maintain a republican form of government, under the influence of infi- 
del and atheistical principles. But arguments need not be mullipti- 
ed. We conclude, by observing that from the real friends of morality 
we expect no opposition ; but we look for some from its enemies and 
pretended friends. We neither court nor fear opposition. Our duty 
is totake notice of the profane swearer, the sabbath breaker, the 
drunkard, the gambler, the keepers of disorderly public houses of eve- 
ry kind, and disorganizers of every description, who are found tramp- 
ling on the laws of our country. Reformation is the object of civil 
government, and it is our object. We shall therefore take such steps 
as to us may appear best calculated to ensure success ; but where re- 
proof and advice are unavailing, infractors of the law may invariably 
expect to be reported to the civil authority, without respect of per- 
sons. 

On the 22d inst. the society was organized, and from that time en- 
tered on the business for which it was formed.

BIBLE SOCIETIES. 


We gave an account of the British and Foreign Pible Society in 
eur first number, we now proceed to the Continent of Europe. 


1. i he German Bible Society was instituted at Nuremburg in 1804, 
but has since been transferred to Basle in Switzerland. It has issued 
25.000 Bibles and 16,000 Testaments in the German French, Ko- 
menese and Italian languages. It has several auxiliaries. 

2. he Bible Society at Berlin, was instituted in 1805. Its efforts 
have been prineipally directed to the printing of the scriptures in the 
Pohemiin and Polish Dialects. It has issued 8,000 Bohemian Bibles ; 
8,000 Polish Bibles, and 4,000 Polish Testaments. 

Viere are Bitte Committees in Lonigsverg, Francfort, Leipsic, 
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Halle, Lubeck, Osnabruck, Swedish Pomerania, &c. actively engaged 
in distributing the Hely Scriptures in different parts of Germany. 

3. The Prussian Bible Society, instituted in 1814. 

4. The Potsdam Auxiliary Bible Society instituted in 1814. 

5. ‘The Bible Society at Stockholm was instituted in 1809. This 
Society is the “ Evangelical Society” of which we gave an account 
in our last number. (p. 7.) The “ Evangelical Society” has two ol- 
Jects, viz. the circulation of the Scriptures, and the distribution of Re- 
ligious Tracts. By a fundamental rule of the Society, however, each 
object has its separate fund; and a distinct account is kept ofits income 
and expenditure. ‘This Society has becu employed in printing the 
scriptures in the Swedish and Laponese dialects. Eleven thousand 
Swedish Bibles, and 33,600 Swedish T'estameutz, have been printed 
and distributed. ‘I'wenty ve hundred copies of the Laponese New 
‘Testaments have b-~# sent itu Owedieh Lapland at the public ex- 
pense, for the suitable distribution of them by the Royal Chancery of 
Htoesnolm. ‘he king of Sweden has expresseu .:, satisfaction at 
these exertions in favour uf the Swedish Laplanders. ‘1a. Satenene 
of Russia has issued a Proclamation authorizing the importation a 
Laponese New ‘I'estament into Russian Lapland. Measures have... 
so been taken to distribute 1,000 copies in Danish Lapland. 

6. The Swedish Bible Society instituted in 1814. 

7. The Finnish Bible Society was instituted at Aboin 1812. At 
the formation of the Society the Empéror of Russia made them a pre- 
sent of about 2,000 dollars, from his own purse; and the British and 
Foreign Bible society has given them, in all, nearly 5,000 dollars. 
Five thousand Finnish Biljles and 5,000 ‘lestaments have been al- 
ready published from standing types, ‘he printing was superinten- 
ded by the Academy of Sciences at St. Petersburgh. ‘The impor- 
tance of this establishment will be felt when itis known that more 
than 1,500,000 persons speak the Finnish language, and that no edi- 
tion of either the Old or New ‘lestament had been printed for the 
last 20 years ; aud that scarcely a single copy was to be purchased. 

Auxiliary Bible Societies, and Bible Associations, are about to be 
formed in every part of Finland.
